Unlike the 
unique Harleston Parker Award, which is 
intended to single out one exceptional 
piece of work, this Honor Awards program 
recognizes the incredible breadth of 
excellent work and honors as many 
projects as the jury determines worthy.

Sales taxes, MOSES and 
CLT 








As we go to press in early June, debate 
continues on Beacon Hill about the 
substance of a new Massachusetts tax 
package and budget for next year. The 
notion of a sales tax on professional 
services, a notion which has surfaced 
several times over the past two years, 
appears as we go to press to be one of the 
likely elements of a new compromise bill to 
be worked out by the Joint Committee of 
the Senate and House. By the time you 
read this article, that issue should be 
settled. 


Also an issue at the moment is a proposed 
petition for the November ballot that would 
decimate the Commonwealth’s primary 
means of getting work done, that is, the 
provision in every annual budget that 
allows the State to hire consultants such 
as architects, engineers, and a whole 
range of other consultants in numerous 
professions. The union of State-employed 
scientists and engineers (MOSES), which 
developed the petition, is evidently hoping 
to reduce significantly the State’s ability to 
hire consultants. 


Also aiming for a petition on the November 
ballot is Citizens for Limited Taxation 
(CLT), the group that successfully sold 
Proposition 2 1/2 to Massachusetts voters. 
The CLT petition, among other things, 
seeks to impose another income tax 
reduction and regulate fee-setting by the 
State and by public authorities. Opponents 
of this petition fear, among other things, 
that it would undermine the independence 
of public authorities and would therefore 
have a significant effect on the building 
industry and the enormous range of public 
services provided by independent authori- 
ties.

A201 is focus of August 
workshop in Boston 





What do the General Conditions say? 
What do they mean? What are the issues? 
How can you use supplementary condi- 
tions? 


In 1987, the AIA published a new edition of 
its classic Document A201, General 
Conditions of the Contract for Construc- 
tion. This edition contained substantial 
modifications of the previous edition 
published in 1976 and the AIA undertook 
an education program to inform its 
members and other users of the Document 
about those changes. 


AIA also published a Commentary on the 
new edition of A201, which discussed 
nearly every paragraph of the Document 
with explanations, cross-references and 
practice pointers. The AIA also published 
AIA Document A511, Guide to Supplemen- 
tary Conditions, and a variety of other 
resource documents. Several other entities 
have published their own versions of 
Supplementary Conditions. One of these, 
prepared by the Boston law firm of Hill & 
Barlow, was recently made available 
through the BSA. 


Clearly, a great deal has transpired since 
the 1987 edition was published. Now that it 
has been in use for over two years and 
now that a variety of tools to aid in its use 
are available, the BSA is sponsoring this 
workshop as a way to pull it all together. 
No one is better qualified to do this than 
Charles R. Heuer, Esq., AIA. Heuer 
conducted the national seminars for the 
AIA when the new edition of A201 was 
published. He also wrote the Commentary 
on A201 for the AIA and is the author of 
numerous publications on construction 
contract issues. Heuer also happens to be 





chairman of the BSA’s Professional 
Practice Committee and was one of the 
reviewers of the Hill & Barlow Model for 
Supplementary Conditions. His unique and 
intimate knowledge of A201 and of 
construction law generally make him one 
of the most sought-after workshop leaders 
in the nation on these issues.

Architects see design as 
Earth-saving act 


Until a few years ago, a large and dynamic 
group of BSA members and allies, working 
through the BSA’s Architects for Social Re- 
sponsibility Committee (ASR), viewed the 
careless use of nuclear power as a primary 
global dilemma. This Boston group, linked 
to similar groups of designers and plan- 
ners throughout the country, focused on 
nuclear disarmament as an issue that 
needed everyone’s, and every architect's, 
attention. As the perceived threat of 
nuclear confrontation diminished in the 
past two years, Architects for Social 
Responsibility deftly began to shift its focus 
to the larger issue of environmental 
salvation on this planet. Anticipating the 
world’s concern about environmental 
management issues, ASR brought its 1989 
activities to a significant conclusion with its 
Fall 1989 symposium on sustainable 
design. 


This symposium generated new connec- 
tions to the BSA’s Energy Committee and 
other groups in the region whose primary 
focus also was the range of issues 
surrounding sustainable design. By 
fostering the exploration of design as a 
socially responsible act, by assembling 
information on sustainable technologies, 
by linking themselves to others on the 
planet whose interest is this “environ- 
mental village”, by continually drawing 
connections between our acts as design- 
ers and the condition of our natural 
environment, the members of ASR seek to 
shape not only designers' views of sus- 
tainability but also public policy as it affects 
the environment.

New placement service 
responds to economic 
needs 





Recently, David McFadden (above), Con- 
sulting For Architects (CFA) president and 
CEO, and Stephen Dill (below right), 
manager and account executive of CFA’s 
Boston office, discussed current hiring 
prospects and the placement services CFA 
is offering in Boston.

CL: Because you talk with so many 
architects and local firms, you must 

have a good sense of hiring activities. 
What are you seeing? 

DM: Boston firms are experiencing a 
shrinkage in available projects just like our 
New York clients. As a result we have 
more requests for personnel for short- and 
long-term projects rather than permanent 
employees. 

SD: That's true but a percentage of our 
recent short-term placements have been 
extended beyond the original timeframe. 
CL: Why don't these firms just convert 
these people to permanent employees 
then? 

DM: Mainly because the market conditions 
aren't stable enough to make that commit- 
ment. . . 

SD: .. . and yet our clients still have 
projects on line with deadlines that must 
be met. 

CL: Is CFA’s project method of placement 
a good alternative to traditional hiring 
under these conditions? 

DM: It's worked well since we introduced it 
six years ago in NYC. 

SD: We expect project (or flex) hiring to 
continue to increase in popularity as the 
accepted method of hiring here in Boston 
just as it has in New York. 

DM: In reality, because of the economic 
uncertainty, most permanent employees, 
despite that label, are really extended 
project employees. 

SD: Our project-basis architects feel their 
careers are accelerated because of 


exposure to so many different firms and 
projects. 

CL: What advantages does this have for 
firms? 

DM: They no longer have to go through the 
pains of hiring and firing as work loads 
fluctuate. Their commitment to the flex 
architects are set forth at the beginning of 
the hiring relationship. Most importantly, 
however, firms can intelligently manage 
their overhead and bring in specific talent at 
specific times to accomplish any phase of a 
project. 

SD: In fact, there are very few phases of a 
project for which our clients have not 
sought our assistance. We've had people 
doing everything from pre-programming 
corporate office space to limestone curtain 
wall detailing on high-rises. 

CL: Can you be more specific? 

SD: We have a diverse mix of talents and 
requests pass through our office. CFA 
offers architecture, design and production 
professionals at all levels, but also facility 
and space planners, interior designers, 
renderers, model-makers, ink presentation 
specialists, construction managers, CADD 
managers and designers on a variety of 
platforms, as well as experts in land-use 
analysis and development feasibility 
studies. 

CL: What is it that attracts firms and 
candidates to CFA? 





SD: There are several factors. The first is 
the fact that we are owned and managed 
by people with architectural education and 
experience. We interview each and every 
freelancer and examine their portfolio 
before we refer them to a client, and they 
feel confident that we know and understand 
their work and career goals. . . Secondly, 
over the last six years we have visited over 
700 architectural firms, both large and 
small, and continue to gain an inside track 
on the delicate balance between a firm's 
desire to produce great design and operate 
a profitable enterprise at the same time. . .

Why are there inserts? 





For the past few months, the ChapterLetter 
editor has been receiving a stapled set of 
all ChapterLetter inserts from an anony- 
mous reader in a Boston design firm. 
Presumably, this reader yanks the inserts 
out of the ChapterLetter each month and 
sends them off to us to register his or her 
frustration at having received the inserts in 
the first place. 


Why are there inserts? There are at least 
two reasons that the ChapterLetter carries 
the inserts you scatter on your office floor 
every month. One reason is that the 
inserts carry news or information of 
apparent value to many BSA members. 
Often the insert method is used because 
the news is received too late for inclusion 
in the body of the ChapterLetter itself. 
Often these inserts are an effective way for 


a BSA committee to solicit information, do 
a survey, or otherwise plumb reader 
interest in professional issues. A second 
major reason for the inserts is that they are 
often paid advertising. While bringing 
readers news about new products and 
services, these paid advertisements also 
help underwrite the enormous cost of pro- 
ducing the ChapterLetter. A few years ago, 
the ChapterLetter was redesigned partly in 
order to accommodate space advertising 
in the body of the ChapterLetter. To date, 
space advertising has proved not to be 
cost-efficient and advertising inserts have 
proved to be an excellent and economical 
alternative.

Boston architects 
working in Moscow 








SBA/Steffian Bradley Associates and 
Millpond International have joined forces to 
design and develope the conversion and 
expansion of an existing, government- 
owned building (above) in downtown 
Moscow. This Boston-based collaboration 
is among the first elements of the Ameri- 
can wave of real-estate investment in the 
Soviet Union since trade has opened to 
Western commercial interests. 


SBA principals Otto Dvorak AIA and Peter 
Steffian FAIA are negoiating with MGPO, 
the Moscow High-rise Housing Authority, 
for the design and developent of this 
50,000-s.f. office building called 
Borodinskaya Centre. The building will be 
converted into a five-story, Class A office 
building that will serve as a new base for 
Western tenants who are pursuing trade 
opportunities in the Soviet Union. Dvorak 
noted that “there are now hundreds of 
unused buildings in Moscow just waiting to 
be restored or adapted to new uses.” 


Dvorak will join principals from other U.S. 
firms and European market leaders in a 
Build Boston workshop in November 
designed to explore in detail how New 
England firms are finding and performing 
work in the new international arena.

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Preservationists honor 
Massachusetts architects 


Two major awards have been presented 
recently to the Massachusetts architectural 
community. The 1990 Paul E. Tsongas 
Preservation Award (named for its first 
recipient) has been presented to the 
Massachusetts architectural profession by 
Historic Massachusetts Inc. The Award, 
which last was presented to Governor & 
Mrs. Michael Dukakis, recognizes those 
who have played “an outstanding role in 
preserving the historic and cultural heritage 
of the Commonwealth,” according to 
Historic Mass. Inc. president Robert 
Kuehn, Jr. In a letter to the AIA chapter 
presidents in Massachusetts, Kuehn noted 
that the Massachusetts “architectural 
profession, as individuals and as a 
community, provides a crucial leadership 
role to the preservation movement and is 
an integral component to its success at 
both the state and local level.” 


Among the achievements sited by Kuehn 
in his letter was the acquisition and 
renovation of The Architects Building by 
Boston-area architects and their allies. 
This project at 50 Broad Street also has 
been honored recently by another organi- 
zation, the Boston Preservation Alliance, 
which has named the renovation of The 
Architects Building the “best small-scale 
restoration project” this year. BSA Presi- 
dent Wilson Pollock FAIA accepted this 
award from the Boston Preservation 
Alliance at an awards celebration in April. 


The Historic Massachusetts award to the 
Massachusetts architectural community 
will be presented at the Historic Massachu- 
setts annual awards ceremony in October.

This is the text of a letter Connecticut architects 
sent recently to the Comptroller of the Currency 
in Washington and to several other public 
Officials. 


The Connecticut Society of Architects/AIA 
represents nearly 2,000 design professionals in 
this state and is a chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects. The purpose of our letter 
is to express our grave concern for the sudden 
and severe decline of the economy of 
Connecticut's building construction industry. 


Architectural firms in this state have downsized 
recently from 150 to 70, others from 35 to 12, 
and many small firms from 6 to 1 or 2, and in 
some cases abandoned their practices entirely. 
Many of these firms began experiencing a slow- 
down last year but the bottom seemed to drop 
out after the beginning of this year. 


The effect of the sudden decline of building is 
being felt by thousands of good, stable, tax- 
paying citizens who seem to be caught, through 
no fault of their own, in the middle of a building 
slow-down and a sudden restriction on financial 
lending. Clients of our members are unable to 
get financing for their projects, even though their 
credit ratings are superb, they intend to use the 
buildings for their own purposes, and they have 
been in business for as many as 60 years. 


Those architectural firms that concentrate on 
public work, such as schools and federal, state, 
and local buildings, are very busy with many 
projects on the boards. But they now are finding 
it extremely difficult to secure short-term 
financing for their payroll and other office 
expenses during the typical 90-120-day cycle 
from commencing work to receipt of payment. 
Because these firms are considered to be part 
of the “real estate” portion of the economy, their 
access to bank financing has become extremely 
tight, forcing them into stiff competition for the 
few dollars available from banks. 


The building construction industry is the largest 
industry in this state and in the nation. If it 
experiences a sudden recession, as it is in New 
England, it directly affects the region’s economy 
in general. It may be the architects, engineers, 
contractors, sub-contractors, trades people, and 
suppliers who now are being forced into 
unemployment and precarious economic 
positions, but it will soon extend to all those who 
rely on the dollars spent by the building 
construction people. 


Is it possible that human nature has had a part 
in the severity of the downturn of our region's 
economy? Who of us would subject ourselves a 
second time to chastisement for being too 
lenient? Could it be that New England banks are 
being forced into downsizing to a deleterious 
point? Fraud apparently is not an issue in the 
examination of New England banks. 


We're convinced that banks have used bad 
judgement in extending certain loans, but it 
seems that one person's performing loan has 


become another's non-performing loan. Banks 
must be closely scrutinized, but is it possible to 
moderate the sudden cessation of commercial 
real-estate lending? We fear that without a 
degree of moderation, the entire economy of 
New England will be plunged into a serious 
downspin, from which it will take years to 
recover. 


The effect of the power of bank examinations is 
being felt by thousands in the building construc- 
tion industry, but in the near future it may very 
well be felt by everyone in this region. We 
appeal to you in your capacity as Comptroller of 
the Currency and to your sense of understand- 
ing and circumspection: Without a change in the 
direction of financial lending, many solid 
members of our communities may lose their 
businesses, homes, and life savings. . .

| need your [members’] help. . . Eighteen years 
ago, | was commissioned to create a sculptured 
wall that would depict historical scenes from the 
earliest settlers through the world wars, the civil 
rights movement and the early '70s. For eight 
months | have been involved in a struggle to 
protect it from destruction. 


Located on the property of the oldest church in 
[Dennis, Massachusetts], the former First Parish 
Church, and part of the soon-to-be-designated 
East Bridgewater Town Common National 
Historic District, my sculpture took over a year to 
complete. It includes more than 600 sculpted 
stoneware panels mounted on a 68-foot long, 7- 
foot high, freestanding cement-block wall. 


Over the years, | have returned to look at the 
wall to check its condition and clean or repair it 
as necessary. Last fall, | was shocked and hurt 
when the East Bridgewater Historical Commis- 
sion Chairman, Kristen Peix, called to tell me it 
had been damaged by the new owner. Mrs. Peix 
became involved because the sculpture is 
protected by a deed restriction in the property's 
title. .. My work is also protected by the Art 
Preservation Act of the Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 231§85S (e). This rarely tested 
law prohibits the physical defacement, mutila- 
tion, alteration or destruction of a work of fine art 
by anyone except the artist. Ten states have 
laws protecting art from unauthorized destruc- 
tion, but only a few artists have spent the time or 
money required to pursue these cases. 


During this time, | have received the assistance 
of The Artists’ Foundation, The Massachusetts 
Council on Arts and Humanities and the 
Historical Commission of East Bridgewater. 
Attorney George P. Field of Boston has donated 
his time to help me obtain a restraining order to 
halt further damage to the wall. 





In order to pursue this case, | need an estimated 
$20,000 to help pay for court costs. That's why 
I'm asking personal friends and patrons of the 
arts to assist me. The Artists’ Foundation has 
established a fund that will be used to help 
artists fight cases under the Art Preservation 
Act. All donations are tax-deductible and will be 
used solely for this purpose. 


| speak for all artists who may want to fight for 
their rights in the future when | declare my 
deepest gratitude for any donation you may be 
moved to offer. . .

Anyone want an “urban” designed? The BSA's 
focus team program is continuing its active role 
in the evolving designs for a number of key 
areas in Boston. 


Mass. Pike Air Rights — This focus team has 
prepared a study report (available from the 
BSA) that includes a proposal for air-rights 
development over the Turnpike from the 
Southeast Expressway to the Boston side of the 
Allston rail yards. A major city-wide, day-long 
symposium on joint development over the 
turnpike is planned at the end of September 
with speakers from the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, the BRA, and the Development 
Community. Stay tuned for more specific 
information. 


The Pru — Our Design Review Team chaired 
PruPac's design review process during the 
current design development stage of the Pru 
Redevelopment Project. A rigorous meeting 
schedule involving three design firms and four 
major design elements (the new tower, the 
Huntington Street Facade/Streetscape, the retail 
arcade and the South Garden). The Design 
Team presented its findings on June 27 to the 
PruPac. 


Central Artery — The MDPW recently an- 
nounced the public hearing on the Draft SEIS/R 
for the Central Artery/Tunnel project, which was 
held June 21 at the Federal Reserve Auditorium. 
The BSA's Task Force geared up to provide 
written comments on the project and all its 
alphabet soup. 


Midtown Cultural District — The Midtown team 
report on the 110/120 Tremont Street office 
building favored an alternate that provides a 
lower base on Tremont Street in exchange for 
height that exceeded zoning at the rear of the 
site. Similar trade-offs were looked at on the 
adjacent development proposed for the Tremont 
Street Temple site. Funding for major interior 
performance spaces in this Temple including 
two interior performance spaces in this historic 
building. This positive effort was acknowledged 
as justifying an allowance to exceed the zoning 
height for new office space both spanning the 
existing building and on an adjacent site. 


Aquarium/Waterfront — With an ever-expanding 
range of design and development opportunities 
that must be addressed, the BSA Focus Team 
has re-defined its purview to generally “cover 
the waterfront”. Issues include the proposed 
Aquarium at Drydock #5 in the Navy yard (under 
review by the BCDC), Central Wharf, Har- 
borpark and the State’s new Chapter 91 
regulations. 


Fort Point Channel — In addition to encouraging 
a complete urban design study of (including 
future transit connections to) the Fort Point 
Channel Area, this team will be taking responsi- 
bility for reviewing new building complexes as 
they are developed in this area. Included are the 
office hotel complex at the World Trade Center 
and the Biotech/Transportation center proposed 
at South Station. 


Columbia Point — The BSA's Columbia Point 
focus team recently completed its draft report, 
which includes a review of existing conditions, 
pending plans and development proposals, 
development criteria, and some thought- 
provoking scenarios for future land use. The 
team presented its findings at the July Urban 
Design Committee meeting.
